NAZARETH. — Shaul (“Sammy”) 
Mor-Yosef, a 36-year-old factory 
worker from Yokneam, was senten- 
ced in the District Court here last 
week to life imprisonment for the 
murder last July of his wife and her 
lover's mother and 20-year-old sis- 
ter.

persons, and raising the ceiling for 
cost-of-living calculation from IL700 
to 111,000 monthly. Mr. Sapir agreed 
there would be a cost-of-living 
adjustment in July, but ,wanted i 
introduced in stages, arguing the 
change would cost the Treasury 
month. 


Mr. Sapir was prepared to pro- 
mise that taxes would-remain at 
the present level, if’no major econ- 
omic or political factors cause a 
drastic change. But he was unwilling 
toe discuss the Histadrut’s opposition 
to taxing part of the “professional 
literature” allowances. He argued 
that taxes were no concern of the 
Histadrut. Taxes were fixed by the 
Knesset Finance Committee, where 
“no lesser Socialists than in the 
Histadrut” had the decisive vote. 

Mr. Meshel, in ἃ vigorous reply.

majority of the adult population in 
Israel, and taxes were definitely 
their concern.
